There seems to be considerable 
difference in opinion alm ug our 
citizens as to whether the measure 
voted upon at the last election in 
regard to attaching territory to 
Crow W ing county, carried or not. 
In the special aet, by authority of 
which the vote was taken, it speci­ 
fies that those desiring to vote iii 
the affirmative 
shall 
have 
the 
words, “ For attaching territory to 
Crow 
W ing 
c o u n t y ” 
on 
their 
tickels, and those desiring to vote 
in the negative should have the 
words, “ Against attaching terri­ 
tory to Crow W ing county” on 
their 
ballots. 
By a mistake in 
printing, the tickets, instead of 
reading as the 
statute required 
were worded iii four different ways, 
as follows: 
“ For attaching territory to Crow 
W ing county— Y es.” 
“ For attaching territory to Crow 
W ing county— N o .” 
“ For attaching territory to Crow 
W ing county.” 
“ Against attaching territory to 
Crow W ing county.5' 
Although the forms “ For attach­ 
ing territory to Crow Wing coun­ 
ty — Yes” and “ For attaching ter­ 
ritory to Crow W ing county— N o” 
are technically illegal, it seems to 
us that the intention of the voter 
to vote iii the negative is so evi­ 
dent, that any court would hold 
them legal and count them. 
If 
this should he the case the amend­ 
ment is lost, 
lf, however, only 
the ballots that read as required 
by the statute should oe counted, 
then the amendment has carried, 
for there were 108 votes cast “ For 
attaching territory to Crow W ing 
county’’ and 1 
“ Against attach­ 
ing territory to Crow Wing coun­ 
ty .” W eb ave obtained the opinion 
of several of our prominent attor­ 
neys on th is question, and they all, 
with the exception of Mr. Geo. W. 
Holland, hold that although there 
is a technical 
illegality in the 
wording of the ballots, the inten­ 
tion of the voter is so evident that 
the votes will be counted, in which 
case the amendment is lost.

Children diet largely upon cake 
and bread, and these articles, if 
light, sweet, and composed of ma­ 
terials that are free 
from injur­ 
ious substances, are easily diges­ 
ted, 
nutritious and wholesome. 
There is danger to our children, 
however, 
lurking in their bread 
and cake which is too often lost 
sight of. 
These articles arc now 
leavened largely by baking pow­ 
ders, aud when 
pure aud whole­ 
some baking powders are used,they 
make not only the most profitable 
food, but one much more whole­ 
some aud nutritive than if leaven­ 
ed with yeast or cream of tartar 
and soda. 
The trouble arises from 
the fact as shown by recent scien­ 
tific tests by the government chem­ 
ists and 
by official 
boards of 
health, that all these baking pow­ 
ders with the single exception of 
the 
Royal, contain either lime,

F ro m P o p u la r Science for Novem ber. 
In the way of language, monkey-,* 
manifest their passions, emotions, de­ 
sires and fears by cries and gesture-, 
emphasized by 
significant 
accents, 
which vary with the species. 
Monkey, 
and children, together with savages 
and uneducated people of civilized na­ 
tions, manifest an inclination to min, 
ic the gestures and motions of all per­ 
sons whom they see. 
We think that 
this trait is especially prominent in 
monkeys, but thousands of instances 
might he cited to show that mankind, 
old and young, shares it with them. 
The attitude and the sagacity of mon­ 
keys are so human that some savages 
believe that it is out of maliciousness 
that they do not talk. 
In fact, a 
monkey might pass for a dumb man, 
because he does not articulate the con­ 
sonants clearly, as we do; but not all 
men have this power of articulation 
in an equal degree. We have stam ­ 
merers by birth and habit. Some sav­ 
age tribes have a scanty alphabet, com­ 
plicated by clicks and nasal and gut­ 
tered sounds that can not he imagined 
till they areheard. 
Allmonk*-v# have 
voices, and many of t hem ha ve very 
strong ones. 
Excepting the solitary' 
and taciturn orangoutang, the -pecies 
which live in troops are chatterers, 
and keep up a great hubbub. The 
principal 
tones of their noisy and 
rapid language, with the frepuent rep­ 
etitions of the same sound#, may also 
be found in the languages of the most 
savage peoples. They are, for the most 
part, complex, guttural and harehar­ 
ticulations, with few variations. 
But 
the alphabets- of some of the Africans 
and Melanesian nations are not much 
richer. In both it is generally the labia s 
which are wanting. 
Laughter is not 
wholly peculiar to men, for some mon­ 
keys have a noisy and expansive 
laugh analogous to our-

Win. E. Lee, of Todd county, 
seems to be in the lead in the race 
for the speakership of the bouse, 
in fact there seems to be no organ­ 
ized opposition. 
Mr. Lee will un­ 
doubtedly be the choice of the rep­ 
resentatives of the country dis­ 
tricts and will probably be elected, 
as the city bo»ses of the party be­ 
gin to understand that the country 
districts must be accorded recogni­ 
tion. 


Was the Amendment t a r r ie d ! 
There seems to be considerable 
difference in opinion among our 
citizens as to whether the measure 
voted upon at the last election in 
regard to attaching territory to 
Crow Wing county, carried or not. 
In the special act, by authority of 
which the vote was taken, it speci­ 
fies tliai those desiring to vote in 
the affirmative 
shall 
haye 
the 
words, “ For attaching territory to 
Crow 
Wing 
county'' 
on their 
tickets, and those desiring to vote 
in the negative should have the 
words, “ Against attaching terri­ 
tory to Crow Wing county” on 
their 
ballots. 
By a mistake in 
printing, the tickets, instead of 
reading as the 
statute required 
were worded in four different ways, 
as follows: 
“ For attaching territory to Crow 
Wing county—Yes."’ 
“ For attaching territory to Crow 
W ing county— N o.” 
“ For attaching territory to Crow 
Wing county." 
“ Against attachitig territory to 
Crow Wing county.’' 
Although the forms “ For attach­ 
ing territory to ('row Wing coun* 
ty—Yes" and “ For attaching ter­ 
ritory to Crow Wing county—No" 
are technically illegal, it seems to 
us that the intention of the voter 
to vote in the negative is so evi­ 
dent, that any court would hold 
them legal and count them. 
If 
this should be the case the amend­ 
ment is lost. 
If, however, only 
the ballots that read as required 
by the statute should be counted, 
then the amendment has carried, 
for there were 108 votes cast “ For 
attaching territory to Crow Wing 
county” and 141* “ Against attach­ 
ing territory to Crow Wing coun­ 
ty .” We have obtained the opinion 
of several of our prominent attor­ 
neys 011 this question, and they all, 
with the exception of Mr. Geo. W. 
Holland, hold that although there 
is a technical 
illegality in 
wording of the ballots, the inten­ 
tion of the voter is so evident that 
the votes will be counted, in which 
case the amendment is lost.

Sava The Children. 
Detrimental foods, which,by rea­ 
son of their superior strength, may 
not seriously affect the health of 
adults, as is well known, frequent­ 
ly act upon the more delicate or­ 
gans of the child to produce dis­ 
orders of the most serious charac­ 
ter. 
Ttie amount of laudanum 
or other 
poison 
that 
would he 
harmless to an adult would cause 
the death of an infant. Tins great 
difference between the vitality of 
adults and children is too general­ 
ly overlooked in the preparation of 
food. Because no harm immediate­ 
ly perceptible comes to the adult 
by the use of an article of food, no 
thought is given to the effect it 
may have upon the more delicate 
organs of inferior age. 
Children diet largely upon cake 
and bread, and these articles, if 
light, sweet, and composed of ma­ 
terials that are free from injur­ 
ious substances, are easily diges­ 
ted, 
nutritious and wholesome. 
There is danger to our children, 
however, lurking in their bread 
and cake which is too often lost 
sight of. 
These articles are now 
leavened largely by baking pow­ 
ders, and when pure and whole­ 
some baking powders are used,they 
make not only the most profitable 
food, but one much more whole­ 
some and nutritive than ifleaven- 
the I e<^ wifH yeast or cream of tartar 
and soda. 
The trouble arises from 
the fact as shown by recent scien­ 
tific tests by the government chem­ 
ists and 
by official 
boards of 
health, that all these baking pow­ 
ders with the single exception of 
the 
Royal, contain either lime, 
alum, phosphates or acids of an in­ 
jurious 
character. 
Therefore, 
when bread or cake is made with 
the use of these cheap baking pow­ 
ders these ingredients Which are 
present through the efforts of the 
manufacturers to produce a cheap­ 
er article) pass into the food and 
are taken into the delicate organs 
of children, where they are the 
source of very much of disease 
with which our children are acfflit- 
ed. 
Persons who have not strong 
constitutions, growing girls, young 
children and nursing mothers are 
particularly liable to the evil ef­ 
fects produced by the introduction 
of the adulterants named, as found 
in the 
cheap baking 
powders. 
Heartburn 
and 
the 
prevalent 
forms 
of indigestion 
arc often 
sorely traceable to the action of al­ 
um on the delicate organs of the 
stomach. 
Prof. Willard Parker, 
U. S. Surgeon-General Hammond, 
Prof. Alonzo Clark, most eminent 
physicians of New 
York, 
with 
scores of others, have written and 
spoken most earnestly of the evils 
arising from partaking of such 
food. 
There should be as much 
care in the choice of baking pow­ 
der as in obtaining pure milk or 
having a prescription compound 
ed from pure drugs and not from 
poisons. 
The matter is one of the great­ 
est importance, particularly to the 
rising generation, and while our 
conservative law-makers are mak­ 
ing up their minds as to the prop­ 
er legislation to stop the sale of 
the poisonous compounds, moth­ 
ers will do well to study it careful­ 
ly. 
The house-keeper will exper­ 
ience no inconvience in discarding 
the use of the adulterated baking 
powder, if she has been using it, 
as the Royal Raking Powder upon 
the purity and wholesomeness of 
which all the government chem-

course centered in the H addock assassina­ 
tion case, and a large crowd gat hered in the 
court room in anticipation of the jury’s 
report. 
The result of the grand jury’s in­ 
vestigation in the indictm ent 
of Jo hn 
Arensdorf for the m urder of George C. 
Haddock. 
Indictm ents for 
conspiracy 
were also found against H. L. L eavitt,Fred 
Mmichrath, Paul Leader (Bismarck), H. 
Sherman (Gander), H enry Peters, Louis 
P la tt and George Trieher. 
The four last 
named have not 3 et been apprehended. 
The grand jury made a patient and effective 
investigation, and its action is welcomed 
and endorsed by the law-abiding element of 
this community, it is suggestive of the sta te 
of public sentim ent here t h a t there have 
been innumerable rum ors 
of tam pering 
with the jury with a view to defeating in­ 
dictments, and m any have been led to en­ 
tertain doubts to its action, but with the 
evidence before the jury which it collected, 
any other conclusion was practically im ­ 
possible.. It had the evidence of eye wit- 
nesses, the confession of conspirators, and 
a vast mass of corroborative circumstan 
tial evidence. 
It is stated on the a u th o ri­ 
ty of a member of the jury th a t action at 
all material points in these cases, includ­ 
ing the iinding of indictments, was u n an­ 
imous. 
As to the question of bail, Judge

th a t the prosecution would ask th a t Arens­ 
dorf be held to trial w ithout bail, and

T h e L a n g u a g e o f M onkeys. 
From P opular Science for November. 
In the way of language, monkeys 
manifest their passions, emotions, de­ 
sires and fears by cries and gesture#, 
emphasized by 
significant 
accents, 
which vary with thespecies. 
Monkey . 
and children, together with savage# 
and uneducated people of civilized mo­ 
tions, manifest an inclination to mim­ 
ic the gestures and motions of all per­ 
sons whom they see. 
We think that 
this trait is especially prominent in 
monkeys, but thousands of instances 
might be cited to show th a t mankind, 
old and young, shares it with them. 
The attitude and the sagacity of mon­ 
keys are so human th a t some savages 
believe th at it is out of maliciousness 
that they do not talk. 
In fact, a 
monkey might pass for a dumb man, 
because he does not articulate the con­ 
sonants clearly, as we do; but not all 
men have this power of articulation 
in an equal degree. We have stam ­ 
merers by birth and habit. Home sav­ 
age tribes haveascanty alphabet, com­ 
plicated by clicks and nasal and gut- 
teral sounds that can not be imagined 
till they are heard. All monkavs have 
voices, and many of t hem have very 
strong ones. Excepting the solitary 
and taciturn orangoutang, the species 
which live in troops are chatterers, 
and keep up a great hubbub. The 
principal 
tones of their noi.#v and 
rapid language, with the frepuent rep­ 
etitions of the same sounds, may also 
he found in t he languages of the most 
savage peoples. They ar**. for the most 
part, complex, guttural and harshar­ 
ticulations, with few variations. 
But 
the alphabets- of some of the Africans 
and Melanesian nations are not much 
richer. In both it isgenerally the labials 
which are wanting. Laughter is not 
wholly peculiar to men, for some mon­ 
keys have a noisy and expansive 
laugh analogous to ours. Cook has 
stated that natives of the New Heb­ 
rides express their joy by a kind of 
guttural whistle, analogous to the 
jerky, rattling laugh of some monkeys. 
Monkeys are also capable of showing 
sorrow and weeping; ana it is possible 
to follow on their face# the equivalent 
of the physiognomical changes which 
in man answer to the expresson of his 
various emotions. Among these are 
the drawing back of the corners of the 
mouth and the contractoin of the low­ 
er eyelid, which constitute the mon­ 
key s smile, and the depresson of the 
eyebrow and forehead in .anger.
